track. Tom and the others, who were 
at the front of the train, jumped; bui 
Earllng happened to be on the top ol 
a box car toward the rear and, having 
no time to Jump, squatted on the run- 
ning board on the top of the car ant 
gripped it firmly with both hands. The 
Impact sent him skidding from end 
to end of the car, lacerating his hands 
nnd his bod\ painfully and so stripping 
him of clothing that he had to slink 
around until dusk before he could start 
for home. 


He decided then he would rather be- 


gin bis railroad career as a telegrapher. 


Took Up Engineering. 


The youthful telegrapher who had 


worked at night and attended college 
during the day had meanwhile taken 
up the study of engineering in his 
spare time. He steeped himself in en- 
gineering books, worked out engineer- 
ing problems, lost no opportunity to 
Inspect engineering feats and contract 
ed a desire to shape his career so as to 
afford scope for the exercise of what- 
ever engineering taste and talents be 
possessed. When * 260-mile extension 
was to be built in Iowa between Marlon 
and Council Bluffs, Earllng was dele- 
gated to supervise its construction, and 
here Ms engineering skill proved of 
practical use. 


Other and more responsible posi- 


tions, both of supervision and con- 
struction, were filled by Earling In the 
late '70s and early '80s. In 1884 he 
became assistant general superintend- 
ent of all the Hues and in 1888 gen- 
eral superintendent. 
Only two years 


more passed before he was asked to 
become general manager. Here, also, 
although only turned forty, he made 
good, and was rewarded first with the 
vice presidency, in 1805, and then, in 
1899, with the presidency.

About Cork. 


A good, sound cork Is something 


worth taking care of and nslng prop- 
erly. Never "waggle" a cork out of 
n bottle. That is the best way to 
break or at least spring a crack in 
the cork. Remove the cork with a 
turning or twisting movement, always 
In one direction only, I. e., not a twist 
one way and then in the opposite way. 
Replace the cork with the same twist 
as when removing II. Never lay a cork 
down on n dirty, sploshed table. If it 
must be luid down, stand It on Its 
crown or top. For bottles continuing 
liquids in use, e. g., developers, etc., 
attach the cork~ to the bottle thus: 
Puss a crochet needle through the top 
of the cork, and with its aid draw the 
end of n piece of fine twine right 
through the cork, and tie this end of 
the string round the neck of the bottle, 


so adjusting matters that the cork Jusf 
falls to reach the table (1. e., bottom 
of the bottle) when the cork and 
string are free. This saves the cork 
getting lost in the darkroom. 


Makes Eos* Tell Their Age. 


A novel and rapid way whereby to 


determine the age of an egg has been 
developed by M. Grossfeld, a French 
Investigator. He has 
supplemented 


the nsual method by one dependent on 
specific gravity, notes the Boston 
Transcript. The existing way where- 
by to determine the age of eggs is by 
candling them and taking note of the 
"mirage which forms about the yolk." 
Mr. Grossfeld has determined that spe- 
cific gravity of normal eggs in the. 
way attributed to Archimedes, and 
there has been figured out the loss In 
gravity, for each week of keeping. For 
quick Inspection of qualities of eggs, 
he has devised a form of hydrometer. 
The egg takes the place of the weight- 
ed bulb and the scale Indicates the 
specific gravity and at the same time 
the age of the egg. A little cage has 
been arranged to hold the egg and Is 
capable of quick handling. Big eggs 
and little eggs are subject to errors la 
the readlnes, but with eggs In the vi- 
cinity of 55 grammes the indication la 
Instantaneous.

About Cork. 


A good, sound cork Is something 


worth taking care of and using prop- 
erly. Never "waggle" a cork out of 
a bottle. That is the best way to 
break or nt least spring a crack in 
the cork. Remove the cork with a 
turning or twisting movement, always 
in one direction only, i. e., not a twist 
one way and then in the opposite way. 
Replace the cork with the same twist 
as vihen removing it. Never lay a cork 
down on n dirty, splashed table. If it 
must be laid down, stnnd it on its 
crown or top. For bottles containing 
liquids In use, e. g., developers, etc., 
attach the corTT to the bottle thus: 
Puss a crochet needle through the top 
of the cork, and with its aid draw the 
end of n piece of fine twine right 
through the cork, nnd tie this end of 
the string round the neck of the bottle, 


so adjusting matters that the cork just" 
falls to reach the table (1. e., bottom, 
of the bottle) when the cork and 
string are free. This saves the cock 
getting lost In the darkroom. 


Makes Eggs Tell Their Age. 


A novel and rapid way whereby to 


determine the age of an egg has been 
developed by M. Grossfeld, a French 
Investigator. Be has supplemented 
the usual method by one dependent on 
specific gravity, notes the Boston 
Transcript. The existing way where- 
by to determine the age of eggs is by 
candling them and taking note of the 
"mirage which forms abont the yolk." 
Mr. Grossfeld has determined that spe- 
cific gravity of normal eggs in tie- 
way attributed to Archimedes, and 
there has been figured out the loss In 
gravity, for each week of keeping. For 
quick Inspection of qualities of eggs, 
he has devised a form of hydrometer. 
The egg takes the place of the weight- 
ed bulb and the scale Indicates the 
specific gravity and at the same time 
the age of the egg. A little cage has 
been arranged to hold the egg and Is 
capable of quick handling. Big eggs 
nnd little eggs are subject to errors la 
the readlnes, but with eggs in the vi- 
cinity of 55 grammes the indication la 
Instantaneous.

track. Tom and the others, who were 
at the front of the train, Jumped; bu 
Karllng happened to be on the top o:

Took Up Engineering. 


The youthful telegrapher who hac 


worked at night and attended college 
during the day had meanwhile taken 
up the study of engineering in his 
spare time.

In order to expedite service over
